, , General Snrollaent Trends' * 

' 'Hie Annual Student Profile provides undiqilicated enrol la^nt aumbry 
data for the entire aqad^c year with respect to such aajor variables as 
czMit/non-credit enrollMin^, senester credit' FtEs, and average credit 
load. Tliese variables are presented - in college-wide and c«4»u8 tables. 
Cooparisons of the «ajor irsriables are Bade against Ethnicity, degree typtf 
declaration, gender, age, fttll-tiae/part-tiae sUtusj enrollaent codes (J, 
L, M), and residency, all across years. 

Tables 1-3 are five-year sutearies (1979-1984) of credit or non^credit 
enrollnents, each with its own lufique variations. Table 1 shows full-tioe 
equivalents (FTE) and average credit load co^arlsons for credit ehroll- 
■ents. College-wide over the past five years,/ there has been A steady 
decline in absolute niMbers of students (ft. 01). Tlie trend of increasing 
average credit load peaked in 1981-82 and reversed itself ip 1982^*83. In 
comparing the past two jeBts^ it is evident that a 0.4 decrease in average 
credit load resulted in a considerable drop of FTKs (1,514), For the second 
consecutive year, the average credit* load drop at Wolf son Cm^us was rela^ 
tively large. Though Wolfson enrollsents are growing, their FTEs are 
shrinking. Relatively ssall fluctuations characterize Hedical Ca^us data. 
On North and South, declines arcr gradual and consistent across headcount. 
FTE, and average credit load. . *

The counterpart of Table 1 credit enrollnent is the noo^credit enroll- 
©cut of Table, 2. Credit load is not a concept' applicable to the non-credit 
area, Kon-credit enrollsents in this table include courses in the broad 
Cossunity Instructional Service discipline and overlap with the pon-credit 
portions of the occupational aj^ developmental disciplines. If the 1981-82 
HELP grant influence were removed, the sharp downward trend of student 
enrollments, college-wide, becomes more neutral. 'FTEs in 1983-84 have 
settled back to pre-HELP levels. North and Wolf son show declines in both 



eurolhwntfi and FTESi tmt South show a aoderate headcount recovery* 
liedical Ceat«r oiferu no non-credit courses but generates FTEs that are 
assdciated vith Suppleaental Education Units (SEU) £or laboratory, and 
tutorial services related to credit areas* *

Beginning in 1983-84^ all data in the Annual Profile that are refHirted 
to the State Departawnt Qf Education are categorised not by the usual 
acadtenic 'year y but by the State Reporting Tear* The State Reporting .Tear 
runs,^ this case, as Spring 82^3/SiaBBer 82-4/Fall 83-1/Winter *83-2« 
Whf never it occurs , the data are asterisked* In this report » the only data 
so affected are non-credit data* This^tera reforoatting was State mandated 
to accMHodate legislative needs* ' 

Table 3 contains headcount by gender. College-wide, even beyond the 
fiye-year fftHwary, the trend has been irall-fixed in feaule enrollaient 
doHinance. The ratio (maleifeaale) continues to persist at approxiaately 
4:^. Korth is nearly ^alaqced in its aix of gender^ with the other caiq>uses 
heavily feauile, particularly at Hedical Center (1:3). 

Tables 4-8 deal vi^!h^aore detailing by gender of credit enrollsients , 
'^average credit load, and age. College-wide (Table 4), the heaviest average 
credit load (12.1-«-) was carried by the younger students (ages 14-30) across 
years . This younger |roup generated sore than 83% of the ' total seawster 
credits. Males carried aore se^ster credits^ (6.3%) than frafles in this 
age rjkige. For all campuses (Tables 5-9),'. the first three age categories 
■irror College-wide data with regard to the concentration of seroster 
credits'. Deviations fro« college-wide data follow. On South Ca^us (Table 
6), 81.1% of sister credits are generated by those 25 years or ^ounger. 
On Medical Centeie €iu^us 88. 9%. of the seotfster credits c«ae fr«B the age 40 
and below age categ^ufcs. Those age 40 and below carry an average credit 
load of 12.0 to 21.3. Within each of these age" catiegories on Medical, the 
average load is heavier than on any of the other ta^puses. 

Table 9 presents trends in full-tiBe/part-ti»e enrollMents. FuUrtime 
has been defined as 30 or awre sesester credits annually. In 1983-84 
part-tine enrollaents increased proportionately such that the ratio of

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fuil^txM to pairt-^'tiiie is now nearly 1:7 college-wide. Wolfson Caucus has a 
1:9 full-titte/part**tiae ratio and ^edical Center's ratio is toughly 1:5. 

Tables 10*14 siaaaarize FTEs by discipline fof M-*DCC and its campuses. 
Non-credit FTEs are not applicable . to the Advanced and Professional 
discipline. College-vide in 1983-64 (T%ble 10), nofi--credit FTE in the 
occupational and develoi»iental disciplines asK>uated to 936 of all funded 
FTEs (3.0%). This is dmm s(meirtiat froa the previous year. The balance of 
FTEs ^ are credit FTEs. (Credits and their concMiitant ' FTEtf^e related io 
disciplines through the adsigmtent of a specific disciplim^ode to. each 
and every course ^ 

There are two types of non«*credit course fundings FTE ^and non-FTE. 
Non-FTE funded courses are confined to certain non-credit courses. They 
include those undef the broad Cnsmmity Instructional Service disciplines. 
These CIS courses accounted for 2.1% of all discipline course fuii4|ing. 
Continuing the pattern of past years » North Caaipus (Table 11) g^erated the 
bulk 9f the college-wide non-credit occiq>ational jiud develofMseatal FTEs 
(63.8%) in 1983-84. South Caapus (Table 12) was highest in funded FTEs 
(41.9%^ among caaq^uses. Ifedical Cai^pus (Table 14) generates aftinly credit 
FTEs. 

Tables 15*19 give both credit and non-credit FTEs by closing terv. As 
noted earlier in .Table 2» configurations for the 19^3-84 non-credit 4dta 
are by State Reporting Year. For the »ost part college-wide (Table 15), 
headcount for both credit #nd non-credit' FTEs are largest during the Fall 
term. With each successive acadraic tern, there is a corresponding 
decrease of FTEs. Within the Fall tera over the past three years, FTEs 
have been dropping pria^rily due to decreases of non-credit FTEs. The 
latter accounts for 66.3% oi the Fall FTE drop. Absolute and proportional 
drops in pen-credit FTEs are greatest in the/Fall ter«. A corollary to the 
non-credit FTE is the non-credit headcount.* Non-credit FTE and non-credit 
headcount parallel each other trendwise and can be tracrd to North Casqius 
(Table 16) for 59.5% of iHe college-wide FTE decline. On Wolfson Campus, 
the increase of headcount could not offset the decrease in FTE (^2.8% of 
college-wide FTE drop).

Tables in Uiis sectiou deal with various aspects of ethnic 
enrollments • These include average credit load by age and degree type 
declaration by gender* College^ite (Table 20), the pattern of decreasing 
white ^Ht-Hispanic mM black* imi-Hispanlc enrollMm^ Is obvious such that 
for 1983-849 the projportions are 33.5% ai^ 1^%?% respectively Hispanic 
enrollnents , as cited in a ouaber of past studies contimtes to increase. 
jt is nov 48.6% of collegeMiide proportions. Ilirough a five-year headconnt 
decrease » average credit lo4d has rcoain^d fairly constant. The averiige 
credit load (ACL) in the past year dropped soBewfaat college -vide and can be 
attributed to declines mcm$ «hite nim-Hispanic asil^ Hispanic credit loads. 
For black non-Hispanics, the ACL was constant. Aoong the aajor ethnic 
groups^ ACL is lightest ^mg lAite nra-Eispanijcs mi heaviest MMmg 
Hispanics.

BMNnriiat, but the ACL has dro^d a complete seaest^r lu>nr. ' This is the 
reverse; of Morth CMipus data fo]^ this ethnic category. . , As an entirety mi 
Wbifson Caa^us (Table 23), enrollaents over the past tJbriNii. yeajrs 1^ 
risen, but the ACL has fallen ''2.2 average aenester dredits^ This may 
indicate a shift in full-tise/part-tiaie proportions , . The average credit 
load on Medical Cao^us (Table 24) has stabilised after a period /of «>derate 
declines. While tdiite non-Hispanic enrollsMnts are still the aajority 
category (41.2%), the proportions have dininished over the past five 
year*. Conversely, Hispanic enrolliKnts *are expanding and |Uve risen to 
32.3% in the last acadeoic year. Black non-Hispanic proportions flUttuated 
as SHich as 4.6% in five years. . ^ 

Tables 25-29 present ethnic gender earolloent by <tegree type Cas 
declared by the student). College-wide data (Table 25) reveal proportional 
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/ 



relative stability with respect to the Associate in Arts and Associate in ^ 
Science degrees across yesrs. The slight Associate in Arts degree shifts 
that have occurred are- into the non-degree category. Houi^y three-tiuarters 
of the students declare a degree intent. Proportional stability can also 
be seen in North and South Canpus data (Tables 26, 27). However, on Volfson 
Csi^tta (Table 28), AaseciAte in Arti declarations have decreased by S.OX 
^le tte Associate in Science end non-degree types have increased across 
alaost all ethnic groups. Associate in Science declarations have increased 
on Medical Cai^tts (Table 29) largely amg white non-Hiapaaic and black non- 
Hispanic, these proportional changes were the result of Boves out of the 
non-degree classification. 

Tables 30-34 deal with, ethnic enrollnent and 'average credit load by 
age ranges. College-wide (Table 30), 61.1% of the credit atitdent 
population is 25 fears ot youn^r. Vlthin group cooparisons show 'that 
69.7% of Hispanics are in this younger group, followed equally by black 
non-Hispanics and white non-Hlspanics at approxiswtely 53% within groiqp. 
The heaviest credit load is also carried by this younger groi^ with Hispan- 
ics carrying the greatest average inad»er of sesester credits, followed 
closely bj black non-Hispanics. Miaai-dade Connmity College served nearly 
25,000 students in the above 25 age cate^ries in 1983-84.

The 
college-wide data (Table 41) slKm that 52.0% 6£ enrollaeiits had 23 or fewfr 
earned ctantlative credits (fctesbaen class code). This is considerably' acre 
than the 23.2% fte^hmm (J) seen in Table 35. The differential here 
consists of part-tioe continuing students. Freshaien (0-23 cuaulative 
credits) sake up aor^ than half of the pact-tiMrs (56.9%), Full-tiae 
freslsen (18.6%) aake up less than one-fifth of the full- tine category. 
Sophoaores in the 48 and above credit range (both part-tiae and full-tlBe)f 
aake uqp sore than <me- fourth (26.7%) .of enrollaents. Caapns data (fables 
42*45) are left to the reader to examine. 

The last set of Ubl^es (Tables 46-50) center on full-tiae/part-tiae 
status as it relates to ^enbder and residency. In spite of the enrollaent 
drop in 1983-84, Dade County enrollnents increased nearly 3%. Out-of-state 
enrollaents also increased, howeip^r slightly. Refugee enrollaents (within 
category) dropped draa&tically (79.7%). The^ residency code for refugees 
(code 6) refers to students who had to pay out-of-state tuition fees 
because they had not satisfied the tiwlve-aOnth residency requireaent. Tjbte 
sharp decline, in this case, indicatea that only 20% of refugees had to pay^ 
out-of-state fees.
